Marine scrap recycled to give park a nautical theme

“You just never know,” 
said Elliott, reflecting on the 
accident 

The sailing ship, the SV 
Concordia, was unlucky, he 
said. Earlier this year, it sank 
off the coast of South America, 
but all the staff and students 
survived. 

Derek Point and Memorial 
Garden was built in 2002 to 
2003 by the company from an 
industrial ruin. 

“It was Tom Lannan’s idea. 
He brought me out here,” 
Elliott said about the property 
littered with broken stones 
and industrial waste from an 
operation that was related to 
the Robin Hood mill across the 
old canal from the point 

“We brought in 200 dump 
truck loads of fill to level the 
site. The city was very good 
about letting us do the project” 
Elliott said. 

Each year, staff of the three 
related salvage companies — 
Marine Recycling Corporation, 


Inc. and Raw Materials 
Company Inc. — organize a 
work party to add to the park. 
On Saturday, they cleaned out 
trash, broken botdes and litter 
from the site, trimmed the 
grass and planted bushes, trees 
and flowers. 

“It’s a chance for everyone to 
get together, help the environ¬ 
ment, improve the park and 
have a barbecue," Elliott said. 

The companies recycle 
thousands of tonnes of scrap 
metals, oils, chemicals, mer- 

as batteries, light tubes and 
electronics. 

“We are in the recycling 
business,” Elliott said. 

Through its Green Tree 
program, the companies have 

through a formula based on 
the number of tonnes it has 
recycled and diverted from 
landfill sites. 

The program includes plant¬ 
ings at schools. 

Part of the recycling involves 
Derek Point. Taldng apart old 
ships is one of the companies’ 
chores. They have used marine 
items to give the park a nauti¬ 
cal theme, especially in rela¬ 
tion to Zavitz.

Nowhere to cool off 

T hough it’s not officially summer yet, the summer 
weather is here. 

And that means hot, humid days where taking a dip in 
the cool waters of Lake Erie would be a welcome relief. 

Trouble is, the waters aren't always safe for swimming 
at Nickel Beach, Centennial Beach or many of the other 
locations across Port Colbome and Wainfleet. 

Though the beaches in our area are open to swimmers 
at the moment, results of testing conducted by Niagara’s 
public health department could change that 
Each week the region checks each of Niagara’s 34 
beaches on Lake Erie, Lake Ontario and the Niagara 
River. 

Tests conducted are for E. coli bacteria counts and a 
beach is posted as unsafe for swimming when counts 
exceed a provincial standard of 100 organisms per 100 
millili tres of water. 

At least five samples are taken at each beach and are 
sent to a public health lab in Hamilton. 

And before a beach is posted, a geometric means of 
calculation is used to average out the results. Levels 
measured on a beach may vary from one area to the 
next, that is why the results are averaged out 
People sometimes still swim at posted beaches across 
the region, but they face becoming ill due to E. coli and 
assorted viruses or parasites in the water. 

E. coli is an indicator bacteria and when it’s present, 
other organisms may be in the water as well. 

Swimming in the contaminated water can lead 
to nose, ear, eye, skin and throat infections and also 
gastroenteritis, which is an inflammation of the 
gastrointestinal tract, involving both the stomach and 
the small intestine. 

It’s a shame we have to watch where we swim on hot 
days or that we have to watch at all. 

It would be nice if the waters of Lake Erie were as 
pristine as they once were, though they have been 
cleaned up over the last number of decades. 

Until we find a way to keep contaminants from 
entering the watershed, beach postings will continue 
and we’ll have to suffer through the heat

Port museum opens Saracino 
collection to the visiting public

PORT COLBORNE — For Bob 
Saracino, last Sunday afternoon 
steadily filled with nostalgia. 

The former mayor and current 
regional councillor chatted with 
visitors to a one-day exhibit of 
more than 200 items he donated 
to the Port Colborne Historical 
and Marine Museum. 

Over 40 years, Saracino has 
received photos, certificates, 
books, letters and other memo- 

as mayor, regional councillor, 
Royal Canadian Legion executive 
member and unofficial ambassa¬ 
dor for Port Colborne. 

“There are a lot of memories 
here,” he said walking among 
tables of items laid out in the 
L.R. Wilson Heritage Research 
Archieves and Visitor Centre. 

He had an apparently rare 

Blackhawks about which he was 
interviewed by an American 


reporter. 

“We have a connection 
in Niagara through the St. 
Catharines Teepees, a Chicago 
farm club,” he said. 

Saracino opened up a Bible 
signed by Pope Pius Xll that was 
given to him by Pauline Ferrarelli 
of Port Colborne who wanted it 
preserved by the city. 

He had a letter from Pope John 
Paul U thanking him for an invi¬ 
tation from the city to visit when 
he came to Canada in the 1980s. 

One table held a collec¬ 
tion of honorary crew member 
certificates and plaques from 
Canadian and American naval 

Colborne. 

“I arranged for tours of the 
ships in Port Colborne when 
they made their regular tour of 
the lakes,” Saracino said. 

From his brother-in-law Jack 
Campbell, who was in the Royal 
Air Force, he had a letter signed 
by King George VL 

Gord Hart, a Second World 


War veteran wounded three 
times serving with the Black 
Watch Regiment, said he was 
particularly interested in the war 

He praised his friend for 

Saracino said he felt really 
humbled by what he had 
received over the years and felt it 
was valuable to Port Colbome's 
historical record. 

“We don’t know where we are 
going unless you know where 
you have been,” he said about 
the need retain such items. 

Now retired curator Virginia 
Anger said the collection of 
material is valuable as museum 
staff discovered once they started 
cataloging it. 

It marked the 40th anniver¬

Acne is one of the most annoying skin problems. It affects most people 
at some point in their lives. Luckily there are a number of safe and effective 
treatments available. 

Acne develops when pores in the skin become clogged. The pores become 
clogged by sebum, an oil in our skin. Bacteria that live on the skin thrive in this 
oil and rapidly increase in number, causing the pore to become inflamed. 

People with acne can suffer from low self¬ 
esteem, anxiety and depression. Improving one’s complexion can improve their 
confidence and quality of life. 

It may take several weeks to see a benefit from treatment but with some 
persistence most cases of acne can be resolved. An important first step is cleansing. 
Acne sufferers should wash their face twice a day. To prevent over drying, soapless 
cleansers like Cetaphil, and Spectra Jel can be used. Antimicrobial soaps like Dial 
can be used but these may cause excessive dryness. It is also important to clean 
after exercise and excessive sweating. Clothing and items in close contact with 
the skin can also increase acne problems. 

Some people think that certain foods can lead to acne but there is no evidence 
that this is true. (Have some chocolate every once in awhile). 

After cleansing there are a number of creams, lotions, gels, and solutions, that 
can be used. The most effective over-the-counter treatment is benzoyl peroxide. 
A gel or solution which remains on the skin seems to work best. An example of a 
product available in Canada is Solujel. 

Prescription products available combine benzoyl peroxide and topical 
antibiotics such as erythromycin or clindamycin. These combination products 
kill the bacteria which causes the inflammation. Clindoxyl and Benzaclin are 
examples. 

Topical retinoids are prescription creams which can also be used. These are 
often used to treat small bumps under the skin and blackheads. These products 
can also reduce fine lines and wrinkles. (Examples of these include Retin-A, 
Tazorac and Differin). These creams can make individuals more sensitive to the 
sun, and should not be used by pregnant women. 

Acne is influenced by hormones, therefore, oral contraceptive pills which 
manipulate hormones can also decrease acne. Not all birth control pills are the 
same. Some are better at controlling acne, depending on the type of progesterone 
the pill contains. All pills will help with acne but Yaz, Yasmin , Tri-cyclen and 
Diane-35 are indicated for acne control. 

Antibiotics can also be taken orally to help control acne. Minocin and 
tetracycline are two of the most commonly used treatments. 

If acne is very severe and resistant to treatment, Accutane can be used. This 
prescription item is very effective however it comes with some serious possible 
side effects. Under no circumstances should it be used in pregnant women and 
women of childbearing age must be on an oral contraceptive in order to take this 
product. Patients must sign a waiver/consent form provided by a doctor indicating 
they understand all possible risks before taking this product. 

Although acne can cause serious problems for people, it is often easily treated.

Wainfleet wants clinic

Wainfleet is vying for a nurse 
practitioner-led clinic. 

Council approved a request 
flomnursepractitioners Melanie 
Stansfleld and Sue Battersby- 
Campbell last week to support 
an application for clinic funding 
from the provincial government 

The nurses requested the 
support of council last yean but 
it was later learned Niagara was 
ineligible for the program. 

The province announced 
in 2007 it would fund 25 nurse 
practitioner-led clinics, over 
three stages in 2009 and 2010. 
The final 14 clinics are slated for 
funding this year 

This year, Niagara is eligible 
— an opportunity Wainfleet 
shouldn't pass up, Stansfleld 
said. The proposed clinic is a 
"new primary health-care deliv¬ 
ery model” that sees nurse prac¬ 
titioners providing care while 
collaborating with family physi¬ 
cians and other health-care pro¬ 


fessionals. Wainfleet is the "ideal 
setting” for the clinic, because 
the township doesn’t have the 
critical mass to warrant a family 
health-care team, she said. 

With many senior residents 
and a lack of adequate inter- 

would be an easily-accessi- 
ble source of primary care, 
Stansfleld said. 

To put forth an application, 
potential sites for the clinic must 
be indicated — although the 
location can change once an 
application is approved. 

After council approved the 
motion to support the applica¬ 
tion, Henderson said town staff 
would assist with the creation of 
the document and help to deter¬ 
mine sites that may be viable 
for the project The deadline to 
submit to the Ministry of Health 
and Long-term Care is June 25. 

Battersby-Campbell said 
a health-care survey is being 
conducted in the township to 
try and promote the clinic while 
determining the percentage 
of residents without a primary 
health-care provider
